The first general demand for a Pa¬ 
cific railway was voiced in an Inter¬ 
state convention held In 8t. Louts 
sixty-four years ago to-day, when the 
piojert of a national railroad acroaa 
the continent waa unanimously en¬ 
dorsed. The scheme was suggested 
three years earlier by Asa Whitney, 
but attracted little attention until the 
gold rush to California gave promts^ 
of a rapid accumulation of wealth or 
the Pacific coast. Shortly after the 
St Louis convention. Senator Thomas 
If. Benton Introduced a bill Into the 
United States congress providing for 
preliminary step* In such an under¬ 
taking. In 1864 ground was broken for 
the Pacific railroad by the mayor of 
St. Louts, but It waa not until 1868 
that four expedition# were dispatched 
to survey aa many proposed routes. 
These surveys coat $1,404,400. but 
nothing more waa done until IMS.
